Bur if ore 
be Double in Magnimde to rhe cther, the Leaft 
moves with a Swiftnefs Double to that of the 
Gieateft, If two Bodies of Equal Magnitude but 
Unequal Gravity Move towards a Wall with Equal 
Swiftnefs, Experience teaches us, that the Heaviet 
Body of the two willmake the greateft Impreifiou 
upcn the Wall ; which Plainly thews, that, ‘nor- 
withitanding it move with but an Equal Swiftnefs 
with the other, it yet contains a greater Quantity 
of Motion.
